L If 1cbe True again, thar where They fall ſhort, there are Cer- 
tain Fiduciary Powers ſtill ready at hand, in the Foundations of 
All Governments to Supply the Defe#. 

_ And if it be Trae inthe Third Place, thar without ſuch an Au- 
x!lt.ury Reſerve, Government falls ro the Ground, for want of means 
to Support 1t ; The Inference is Plain and Natural, from the A4d- 
OR of Thefe Three Propoſitions, to the Do&rine of a Diſpenſing 

2 ower, 

The Laws of Man are the Work of Frail, and Fallible Law- 
Makers : Or ſuppoſing them to he Men of the moſt Conſurmmated 
Wiſd»m, and Integrity; and their Statutes as Extenſive, as Civil 
Prudence, and Precaution can make them: there will be Omiſſions 
yer ; Change of Intereſts; Croſs and Surprizing Accidents ; Ne- 
ceſſities Innumerable, and Freſh Matter Every Day Started, to make 
Work for New Methods, and Expedients. What would become of 
Government now, under This Incomperency of Humane Conſtitutions, 
without taking-inThoſe Fiduciary Powers ( which are Wraprt up in 
the Laws of Nature, Equity, and Right Reaſon) to their Aid ? 

Thoſe Subſrdiary T.aws, or Powers, are Everlaſting, Univerſal, 
Uniform, Steady, Fuſt, Infallible, and All-ſufficient : The Authority 
of them is Unqueſtionable ; the Eq»izy Undeniable ; and rf- 
Power Irreſiſtible ; They are No Other in Etfe&, then the 7+-

The Great 2!&ator of Rules and Meaſures for the Governing 
of Men in Society, was GOD HIMSELF; and Thoſe Frrft Prin- 
ciples have been Handed down to us, in an Uninterrupted Courſe 
of Pratfice, and Tradition, from their very Inſtitution ro This Day, 
by the Voice of Nature, and by the Univerſal 4ſſent of All Ages, to 
che Eternal Equity, and Reaſon of them. They are of rhe ſme 
Force at This Inſtant, that ever they were 3 and ſo much the 
Standard of All Political A&Fs, thar rhey are No furrher Binding, 
then as they Conform to this Teſt, Government, in ſhort, is no 
more then Right Nature pur in Exerciſe ; General Precepts Diftri- 
bured into Particular Proviſions ; the Secret Influences of Refifed 
Reaſon made Publique, and Digeſted into Laws, 
God, in fine, thar ſpeaks in the Law of Man ; And This Law Pa- 
ramount, is the Sovereign Guide that / aw-makers Ought to Follow, 
Nort bur that Governonys, and Legiſlators have a Liberty of Diſcretion , 
in Things Indifferent ; bur they are Nevertheleſs Pound up not to 
Depart from the Equity of the Primary Fundamentals ; for No Pro- 
Liſion of State muſt be Admitted in Barr of thoſe Prerogattves.

Specification of Particular Duties, drawn from the General Lights, 
and Precepts of Nature z and recourſe muſt be had in All Cales, 
OW Thole Authentich 0555 1+, Far rhe FnrreHting of Falle, or Imper- 
PFF Qi. wha to be done, where the Letter of the Law 
draws One way, and the Conſcterce of the Prince, Another ? He 
muſt, of Neceſſity, Diſpenſe with One of the Two Laws, He 1s 
Accountable ro God, for the Breach of Truſt, if he does nor 
A, according ro his Fudgment, for the Good of his SubjeZs;

Thar is to ſay ; Inany Caſe, which 1s nor Contrary to the Will, and 
Word of God ; No Humane Law Can A6ſolve them from Thac Office of 
Allegeance : So that in the Conclufſien, enther Thoſe SubjeFs are 
Clear before God, thar ſerve their Prince, when by him thereunro 
required, notwithſtanding any Law of Man to the Contrary; Or 
the Ten Commandment; may be turn'd to Waſte Paper ; If the Law 
of the Land ſhall Forbid upon a Penalty, Thar which the Law of 
God, Commands upon a Penalty, 
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
